OPEN SESSION 
1. Chairman's Remarks 
(i) Death of Dr. D. B. Clarke 


At the Chairman's request, the meeting stood in silence as a tribute to the memory of the 
late D. B. Clarke, who had devoted a lifetime to Sir George Williams University and to 
Concordia University. The Secretary was instructed to draft, in collaboration with the 
Rector, a suitable resolution of sympathy, which would be in the Minutes and which 
would also be sent by the Secretary to the family of the late D. B. Clarke. This resolution 
follows: 


"THAT the Board of Governors communicate to the family of Prof. Douglass 
Burns Clarke their deep sympathy as the result of his recent death; Professor 
Clarke's lifetime career as student, as teacher and as administrator at Sir George 
Williams College and Sir George Williams University epitomized in a unique way 
the development of that institution itself from time of its earliest work at the 
university level; his contribution is recognized as one of the determining factors in 
the history of Sir George Williams, and therefore of the present University." 


(i1) The Chairman referred with pleasure to the successful reception, which the 
Governors of McGill University had held in honour of the Governors of Concordia 
University. 


Minutes of the Previous Meeting (November 8, 1979) 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Minutes of the previous meeting were adopted 
as circulated. 


Committee Reports 


(i) Development Fund Campaign 


Mr. McNaughton announced that the objective of $700,000 for this campaign had been 
surpassed by $17,000, with more to come. He thanked all those who had contributed to 
the success of the campaign. 


The Chairman commended Mr. McNaughton for an excellent job well done and for 
agreeing to be Campaign Chairman for next year. 


Correspondence 


The Secretary had received a letter of resignation from Mr. K. G. Khatchadourian. Mr. 
Khatchadourian's resignation was accepted with regret by the Board. The Chairman asked 
the student representatives to discuss this kind of mid-term resignations with CUSA. 


New Business 


(i) Creation of a Science College 


The Rector pointed out that the establishment of a Science College had already been 
approved in principle. The time had now come for the Board to authorize the Science 
College to receive students in September 1980. Dr. O'Brien moved a resolution to this 
effect, which was seconded by Dr. Breen and carried unanimously. Provost Wall, at the 
Chairman's invitation, spoke briefly of this new unit, which, he said, was already showing 
great promise. 


(11) Resignation of Provost Wall 


The Chairman referring to Dr. Wall's resignation as Provost and Professor of History, 
offered him the Board's best wishes for his future and the Board's thanks for his excellent 
work as Provost. 


(iii) | Renewal of Liquor Permits 


Prof. G. Martin proposed the following resolution, which was seconded by Mr. 
McNaughton and carried: 


"THAT Mr. D. Devenne, Director of Ancillary Services of Concordia University, 
be authorized to apply for the renewal of Concordia University's liquor licenses." 


(iv) Day Care Centre 


Prof. G. Martin introduced the following resolution, which was seconded by Mr. 
Bourgault and carried: 


"QUE |Université établisse un comité de la garderie formé majoritairement de 
parents usagers pour l'allocation de l'aide financiére accordée en vertu du 
programme de roulement du ministére des Affaires sociales." 


(v) CCSL - Supplementary Budget 


Father Graham submitted a letter to the Rector, dated December IIth 1979, concerning a 
credit balance in the operating account of the Concordia Council on Student Life. Arising 
from this credit balance, the CCSL had passed a resolution recommending that the Board 
of Governors be asked to approve a supplementary budget totalling $54,600. A list of the 
amounts involved and the items for which approval was requested was attached to his 
letter. On a motion by Father Graham, seconded by the Chancellor, this supplementary 
budget in the amount of $54,600 was approved. The representative of the GSA and one 
of the representatives of CUSA felt that they had to vote against this supplementary 
budget because it did not take into account the needs of their respective organizations. 


Seasons Greetings 


The Chairman thanked the members of the Board for their support in 1979 and wished 
them the seasons greetings. He looked forward to their further collaboration in the coming 
year.

The next meeting of the Board will take place on Thursday, January 10th, 1980.
